of epirits, as to have lo<<t almost all 
raeemblance to the parent religion. 
Bf w bt assi name they may be eafl- 
ed, the religions or beliefs of all 
primitive and ancaltared 
have at leaot two eowa 
istics: (1 ) A belief in many 
and (2 ) a worship of all these gods 
tbrongh ffsnr. Aamng all idolaterB. 
the gods that have the most gor- 
geoas temples and the greatest num- 
ber of cffflriaga and wonMppers. 
are those most blood-thirsty and 
crael. The id«a of a God of love is 
ee foreign to them, itir small wen- 
der that they fail to grasp it at first, 
and that old people often say: "I 
want all ray grand-(Mldren tobe> 
come ChristianB, for I believe all you 
tell me aboat a Savioar, hot I am 
too old to change;** or timt oar con- 
verts sometimes go back to their de- 
mon-worship at times of misfortune, 
in hope of a ve rtl eg the wrath of the 
spirits. I find many superstitions 
among the Laos to remind me of the 
negroes of the south, and I suppose 
one would find a like sinilariQr in 
the beliefs of all primitive peoples. 

The Laos believe that at death the 
spirit of the departed takes op its 
abode at the place where its oamer 
pasaed away. So rather than have 
tiie home infested by spirits, the rick 
are often taken ont to the pig sty. 
or the roadside, and laftto <Ue. No 
r how dearly helovad ana lias 
been in life, their qiirits are greatly 
feared, and most be appeased by of- 
ferings of food, flowers, and even 
clothing. It is needless to say tliat 
those who profit by such a belief are 
the priests. Last term, we had a 
death in our school, and though the 
girl died io the hospital, for nights 
I woald sleep in the part of the 
room where she had lain, but all oar 
Christian (!) girls cuddled together 
in the oppoeite side of the room, 
with their umbrella.'! raised; evident* 
ly being ignorant of the belief in 
civilised America, tiwt to raiee an 
umbrella in the house is "bad luck."

It was intended originally tiiat the 
statOe should he east in iron, hut dif- 
ficnltios nrosc with thn donor, so 
that he decided ultimately to ascer- 
tain the possibflltiKs of - reinforced 
I onrrrto for tliiv- iiiir[)(i-r. It was a 
task beset with innumerable and 
culiar difteolties; but these were 
overcome as they nrnec, and the 
statue resembles in every way a piece 
of work in stone. 

The statue was divided into four 
parts — ^namely, the cylindrical base, 
a Terticfll core, a series of horizontal 
ribs connect irifr tlir core with the ex- 
ternal shel) carrying the contour of 
the figure, and a special limb to sup- 
port the uplifted arm. The total 
weight of the statue is 80 tona. 

The perfection of the work has 
aroused considerable comment, the 
atatue haying the npnearance of hav- 
iDf been cafved from a ho lid block of 
ston^ — Chamber's Journal.
